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City Council Endorses GUI Grant Request 
Despite Misgivings on ‘Thrust'’ and “Aura"

After agonizing over “seman¬ 
tics” and “sensitivities” for an 
hour and a half, a reluctant city 
council at its July 10 meeting 
agreed to endorse Greenbelt 
Homes’ latest grant application 
to the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 

The new grant application 
seeks $149,450 to fund services, 
programs and improved com¬ 
munications in the GHI neigh¬ 
borhood. 

GHI would use the funds to im¬ 
prove communications with its 
membership, to develop a design 
guidebook for members to use when 
considering remodeling of GHI 
homes, to develop better publica¬ 
tions such as the annual reports, 
to develop court captains, and to 
hire consultants. One consultant 
would evaluate the Greenbelt Com¬ 
mercial Center and look into the 
possibility of forming consumer co¬ 
operatives to reduce the prices 
members have to pay for goods. The 
funds would also be used to con¬ 
tinue the development of social ser¬ 
vice programs, among other things, 
(see Grant story onp^) 

A complex 100-page proposal was 
submitted on behalf of GHI by a 
non-profit tax exempt organization, 
Neighborhood Education Center, 
Inc., as required by the grant rules. 
GHI is also required to show that 
it is cooperating with local gov¬ 
ernments. A letter of endorsement 
from the county executive and 
chairman of the county council ap¬ 
pears as an attachment. Likewise. 
GHI needed a letter from the city 
— which it asked for at a special 
meeting on June 26. But because 
the subject had not been publicly 
advertised in advance of that meet¬ 
ing, council had felt it inappro¬ 
priate to act on the matter. By 
motion, council did promise to take 
it up at the next meeting (July 10) 
and, based on a review of the pro¬ 
posal, would “communicate its en¬ 
dorsement of the application/’ In 
the meantime, members of council 
received copies of the proposal. By 
Monday’s meeting that endorsement 
was hard to gain. 

Objections 

Councilman Tom White argued 
over semantics. He was “afraid it 
sounds as if GHI is the social ser- 

vice arm of the city of Greenbelt” 


and “many people are sensitive to 
the idea of GHI sponsoring social 
service programs for the city.” 

Ken Kopstein, Deputy General 
Manager of GHI, responded: “GHI 
is reacting to perceived needs” of 
GHI members (as reflected in re¬ 
plies to a questionnaire) and is 
acting in areas where no one else 
is operating. When another agency 
comes along to fill those needs” he 
added, “GHI will reduce such ser¬ 
vices or get out of them altogether. 
We are there to help initiate pro¬ 
grams or help give professional as¬ 
sistance to others.” He agreed the 
language could have been improved 
in spots, but it was prepared under 
the pressure of working within a 
two-week time limit. 

White was not satisfied. He ob¬ 
jected “to the thrust,” he said. “It 
creates an aura of GHI being the 
establisher, the instigator, of all 
social services in the city ... if 
they want to be supporters, that’s 
fine.” 

“I don’t see how it’s straining 
to say (GHI) is offering services to 
the city of Greenbelt and to its 
members,” countered councilman 
Charles Schwan. 

Kopstein reminded White that due 
to the nature of the federal fund¬ 
ing programs cannot be limited to 
GHI members. 

Shopping Center 

Council was particularly distres¬ 
sed to find several references in the 
proposal to “shopping center revi¬ 
talization.” GHI, they seemed to 
be saying, had no business involving 
itself with the Center. That was 
the city’s domain. In fact, that 
conflict appeared to be at the core 
of some council members’ seeming 
hostility — was GHI moving in on 
the city’s territory? Kopstein ex¬ 
plained that the grant required cer¬ 
tain things, among them economic 
development. If the application is 
accepted, there will be funds for 
an alternatives study for the Green¬ 
belt Center. He welcomed the city’s 
participation, saying there were 
other aspects of the grant that 
GHI really was more concerned 
with. 

An uneasy Castaldi wondered 
whether council should hold a 
work session on the proposal. But 
Pilski thought council should move 
ahead, since GHI representatives 
were present, referring to GHI 
Board member Don Volk and Kop¬ 


stein, and several GHI members 
who had come to participate in the 
discussion. 

GHI member Bettie Denson told 
council “GHI has no identity but 
its membership — which hasn’t 
been consulted on any proposal. No 
one’s been told about it.” She also 
said she was “unaware of all these 
social services. GHI is a housing 
organization, not a social service 
organization.” Kopstein reminded 
her that copies of the proposal are 
available in the manager’s office 
and that the board of directors had 
approved the proposal at its last 
meeting in June. 

Antoinette Conrad, another GHI 
member said “before getting coun¬ 
cil’s vote of confidence, (GHI) 
should get its members' vote of con¬ 
fidence.” Volk responded that it 
is hard to communicate with the 
membership on all things. In this 
case, there was also a time limit. 
Not convinced, Castaldi said he was 
still “uneasy with the implications” 
and was “concerned about voting 
for a proposal phrased in this man¬ 
ner.” Pilski too had qualms. 

It is not our function to inter¬ 
pret the bylaws of Greenbelt 
Homes,” opined Schwan. 

Weidenfeld, in an effort to turn 
the council back toward endorse¬ 
ment, agreed with Schwan, saying 
council should not become involved 
in GHI politics, but should vote on 
the merits of the proposal. At the 
time the contract is drawn up, min¬ 
or semantic changes can be made or 
the city could consider withdrawal. 
Conceptually, he thought the pro¬ 
gram good for GHI to be involved 
in and generally in the best inter¬ 
est of the city. 

City manager James K. Giese 
thought it useful to learn about the 
economic viability of the center, lie 
also thought it natural for GHI to 
be interested and involved. 

Weidenfeld moved for endorse¬ 
ment. White then offered an a- 
mendment calling for any economic 
study taken on the Center to be 
under the city’s control. The mo¬ 
tion as amended, passed on a 4-1 
vote. Pilski voted “no”, saying 
again that the “thrust in some in¬ 
stances isn’t proper.”

1300 Indians Take Over Greenbelt 
Park for Protest March to Congress

Over 1300 Native American 
Indians and their supporters 
arrived in Greenbelt Park last 
Friday night at 7:30 p.m. sig¬ 
nalling the conclusion of a 5- 
month 2,700-mile spiritual and 
educational journey across the 
US to protest anti-Indian legis¬ 
lation and to “awaken the in¬ 
nocent white man to the injus¬ 
tices of the American Govern 
ment,” said Spiritual Leader, 
Ernie Peters. 

For nine days the Indians, rep¬ 
resenting over 100 tribes, will be 
camping at Greenbelt Park. Every 
day the marchers are taken into 
Washington by Metro buses, pro¬ 
vided by the Interior Department, 
to participate in planned religious 
ceremonies, demonstrations, protest 
marches and educational work¬ 
shops. 

The Greenbelt city council, with 
the exception of councilman Thom¬ 
as White, who was out of town, 
assistant City Manager Dennis 
Piendak, and Mrs. Claire Pilski 


were on hand to greet the marchers 
when they arrived by bus at the 
park. For safety reasons the mar¬ 
chers were driven the last few miles 
to the park. 

Mayor Richard Pilski was sche 
duled to read a “Proclamation of 
Welcome” on behalf of Greenbelt, 
but because of the confusion of set- 
ing up camp, it was decided between 
the council and a five-member In¬ 
dian delegation to postpone the 
speech to a more appropriate time. 

Piendak said, “The matter is now 
in the Indians’ hands and they will 
be getting back to the council.” 

In response to a News Review 
article, an “overwhelming” num¬ 
ber of Greenbelters offered housing 
to the elder marchers, said Allen 
Lencheck, who was helping coor¬ 
dinate housing in Greenbelt. 

There was an “impressive out¬ 
pouring of generosity and support by 
the Greenbelt people,” Lenchek 
said, “The Indians were very 
grateful.” Most elders, though, de¬ 
cided to stay in the park with their 
tribes. 

The park is closed beyond the 


Loop Rd. and Park Central Rd. in¬ 
tersection to everyone except In¬ 
dians, their supporters, and chosen 
guests. 

If it weren’t for some quick and 
hard work by Park Rangers — 
they were given a 2 week notice 
of the Indians arrival — the whole 
park would be closed. 

Park Improvements 

The Indians requested a large 
open area to hold group spiritual 
meetings. Rather than close off the 
picnic areas for this purpose, the 
rangers cleaned a section of land 
bordering the campgrounds. The 
land was donated a few years ago, 
but had never been used before 
because it was filled with construc¬ 
tion debris. The Rangers also wid¬ 
ened two fire lanes into the camp¬ 
grounds and set up portable toilets 
and increased the number of trash 
cans. (About 800 campers usually 
fill the campgrounds.) The extra 
equipment was needed to provide 
for an expected 3,000 marchers. 

The storm last weekend, which 
caused many residents headaches, 
was a welcome relief to the Rang- 


Police Step Up Patrols 
To Help Keep Peace

For some time residents of 34 and 36 courts Ridge have com¬ 
plained of a series of nearby disturbances-loud parties, youths 
screaming obscenities, vandalism, and racing automobiles and mo¬ 
torcycles. At its July 10 meeting, council was apprised of a letter 
written by the residents requesting more stringent action by the 
police. 


Residents present at the council 
meeting detailed how their peace 
had been disturbed (usually around 
2 a.m.). They noted that the youths 
(sometimes as many as 75-100) not 
only congregate in the woods at the 
end of Hamilton Place, but also 
near the flag pole on Greenbelt 
Homes Inc (GHI) property. Be¬ 
cause of the extensive network of 
dirt roads in the area, kegs of beer 
are easily and regularly hauled in 
by cars. Vandalism (uprooted 
plants, stolen lawn furniture, tamp¬ 
ering with automobiles and motor¬ 
cycles, and littering) is also a prob¬ 
lem. One “peeping Tom” incident 
has also been reported. 

After receiving the letter from 
the concerned citizens, the police 
increased partols in the area par¬ 
ticularly on Mondays and Thurs¬ 
days. However, residents of the area 
felt that weekend patrols would be 
more useful. The police log for the 
month of June recorded several 
complaints (two parties, juveniles 
consuming alcohol, and one vehicle 
tampered with). All of the inci¬ 
dents occurred onMondays or Thur- 
days. According to the police de¬ 
partment, these incidents decreased 
when the patrols increased. 

In bringing the matter to the at¬ 
tention of GHI, City Manager 


James Giese suggested that a gate 
be placed at the end of Hamilton 
Place. However, many people feel 
that the individuals causing the 
problem would simply go around 
the gate, through the gardens and 
into the woods. This view had 
been expressed by GHI manager 
Roy Breashears who in addition 
objected that the gate would bar 
gardeners, boat and trailer court 
users. Giese explained that he felt 
this would at least prevent the hav¬ 
ing of kegs of beer. 

Councilman Charles Schwan ca*- 
led these disturbing incidents 
rageous”. In reply to citizen com¬ 
plaints that police response has 
been slow on the weekends, Oou»- 
cilman Gil Wiedenfeld suggested 
that police slowmess might have 
been because the weekend is their 
busiest time. Giese explained that 
Hamilton Place is one of several 
locations which have similar prob¬ 
lems. At present, the GHI site does 
not have “trespassing” signs. Since 
the congregation of a group is not 
illegal, the police can only take ac¬ 
tion when a disturbance of the 
peace or vandalism has been repor¬ 
ted. One individual concluded ~you 
squeeze a balloon, and they’ll go 
someplace else.” 


Area Elementary Schools Won’t Close 


Greenbelt schools will not be af¬ 
fected by a new" round of county 
school closings, Greenbelt North 
End, Center and Springhill Lake 
elementary schools, as well as 
others that were studied two years 
ago, will not be considered for clo¬ 
sing this year, Charles Wcndorf, 
director of Pupil Accounting and 
School Boundaries told reporters 
from the News Review. 

Prince Georges County’s next 
round of county school closings 
considerations will begin this fall, 
with the county’s Board of Educa¬ 
tion committed to making decis¬ 
ions on the issue by the end of 
March, 1979. The Board, in accept¬ 
ing recommendations from Super¬ 
intendent of Schools Edward J. 
Feeney on timetable and proced¬ 
ures, is returning to the commun¬ 
ity involvement process which led 
to the closing of 10 elementary 
schools at the end of the 1976-77 
school year. 

The Superintendent told the Board 
that nearly 19,000 county classroom 
seats will be empty this fall in the 
elementary schools alone. The 
Superintendent also told the Board 
members the study process should 
include for the first time a review 
of the possibility of closing junior 
high schools, as the decline in 
school-age population reaches the 
secondary schools. Current school 
system projections indicate the drop 
in enrollment will continue for at 
least two more years before bot¬ 
toming out. 

In mid-September, Dr. Feeney 
will report preliminary staff anal¬ 
ysis of the countys’ enrollment by 
study areas. Those areas nominated

ers, who had been worrying that 
they would run out of firewood. 
But the storm, which felled the 
power lines, also felled enough trees 
in the area to solve the expected 
shortage. 

Camp Description 
Visitors must pass through three 
checkpoints, the first manned by 
Park Rangers, and the final two 
by Indian security forces, before 
they are allowed to enter the camp¬ 
grounds. This security is more a 
means to keep out curious gawkers

for active consideration for school 
closings will have community task 
forces appointed in September and 
October. In January and February 
the Board will hold public hear¬ 
ings on the task force findings and 
any other recommendations from 
Dr. Feeney. The schedule calls for 
decisions on school closings in some 
areas to be made in late Febru¬ 
ary, and on the remaining ones 
at the end of March. 

The Superintendent recommend¬ 
ed that the actual study procedure 
follow much the same lines as the 
process of two years ago. Com¬ 
munity task forces to be named 
by the Board will include represen¬ 
tation from each affected school, 
a P.T.A. member, parents from each 
community within the schools at¬ 
tendance area, the principal and a 
faculty member. This time, how¬ 
ever, principals and teachers will 
not have votes in the task forces, 
to avoid the possibility of apparent 
conflicts of interests within their 
deliberations. 

As they begin their studies, the 
community task forces will be pro¬ 
vided with an analysis of the en¬ 
rollment, capacity and utilization of 
the schools in the study area; a 
map showing their attendance ar¬ 
eas; a breakdown, by grade, of 
each school’s enrollment; an analy¬ 
sis of potential population growth 
within the area; bus transporta¬ 
tion data for each school; figures 
on the racial composition of each 
school’s student body; reports sho¬ 
wing deficiencies and repair or ren¬ 
ovation cost estimates for each 
school and an estimate of potential 
savings from closing each indivi¬ 
dual school in the study area. 

The task forces will go over that 
and other data and may ask the 
school system staff for additional 
information they feel they need — 
and may conduct their own surveys 
to verify independently the staff- 
provided figures. Each task force 
has two months to complete its 
work. If, ultimately, a task force 
recommends closing one or more 
schools in its study area, the panel 
may also make recommendations 
for reassigning the students from 
those schools.

GHI Grant Request Defined 

-the grant application recently submitted by the Neighbor¬ 
hood Education Center on behalf of GHI to the Department oi 
Housing and Urban Development is designed to provide techni¬ 
cal assistance to GHI in various areas. This assistance would 
he an adjunct to the rehabilitation of GHI homes, if the pro¬ 
posed rehabilitation program is approved by the membership 
I. would also serve as a model to other neighborhoods through¬ 
out the country that might be involved in similar rehabilitation 
programs. 

Basically, the grant will be used for planning and develop¬ 
ing programs and expanding services in five areas: 

1. Data on demographic and physical conditions in the GHI 
neighborhood so that GHI can more effectively determine its 
ong- and short-term needs. Model techniques and materials, 
such as a GHI Designbook, would be developed. 

1 . Consultants will help GHI determine financing alterna¬ 
tives in conjunction with rehabilitation and long-term borne 
improvements. 

3. Economic development and alternatives for the Greenbelt 
Shopping Center will be explored, as well as alternatives for 
forming consumer retail cooperatives, particularly for pharma¬ 
ceuticals, foods, clothing and other consumer goods. 

4. A social service program would be implemented which 
would bring social service agencies into the GHI neighborhoods, 

3. The areas of neighborhood information, communication 
and citizen participation would be identified to bring about 
effective communication with residents. For example, a new 
resident orientation program with materials would be developed 
as well as a more effective court captain system, improvements 
to GHI publications such as the newsletter, annual report, etc. 

Various consultants would be hired under the grant to 
perform most of the tasks in the proposal; grant monies will 
also be used to pay part of the salaries of GHI staff members who 
will be working on some aspects of the project.

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Board Okays Acting on School Closings 
But Votes Against Kreimer Resolution

In a session that required keeping a score board, the Prince 
Georges Board of Education, on July 13, accepted recommendations 
from Superintendent of Schools Edward J. Feeney on a timetable 
and procedures for the next round of school closings proposed to 
begin this fall, with decisions being made by March 31, 1979, It 
took a combination of eight mo- felt that parents would send their 


fcons and amendments to motions 
and a negative vote on Lesley 
Krrimer’s resolution for the board 
fro end up where they started, name¬ 
ly with school closings. Kreimer 
»*id she would try to place the 
resolution on the table again at the 
August 24 board meeting. (The res¬ 
olution would send students living 
in integrated areas hack to their 
neighborhood schools and set up 
specialized programs in those 
schools losing students.) 

Stepping up to bat first was 
Charles Wendorf, Director of Pupil 
Accounting, who presented recom¬ 
mendations from the superintend¬ 
ent on modifications to 1976 admin¬ 
istrative procedures relating to 
•losing underutilized elementary 
schools and a timetable for imple¬ 
mentation, which will also include 
junior high schools. (See story, 
page 1.) After much discussion and 
attempts to (1) set up a 3-member 
committee to study the report and 
(2) include academic criteria for 
school closings, the board voted a- 
g&inst a motion by A. J. Golato 
to accept the superintendent’s rec¬ 
ommendations. 

Kreimer thought that, before 
•ansidering school closings, other 
issues such as stabilizing school 
enrollments and programs should 
be addressed. Bonnie Johns said it 
was "piecemeal” looking at school 
dosings in isolation. "There are 
other elements,” she said, "such as 
quality education, procedures, in¬ 
volvement by the public . . . these 
are all intrinsic to each other.” 
Mills felt that schools should not 
be closed "until we look at where 
kids live” (demographics). 

Doris Eugene pointed out that 
the majority of the board favored 
school closings and said that "Par¬ 
ents want a decision now . . . we 
can’t drag it on.” Golato concur¬ 
red, adding, "Nothing arouses the 
passions more than to combine the 
two together” (school closings and 
demographics). 

An unhappy Feeney reacted to 
the failure of his recommendations 
to be accepted by saying he would 
wot proceed with the study until the 
board gave further direction to the 
staff. (Feeney's unhappiness would 
be short-lived - about an hour la¬ 
ter the board reversed itself.) 


children to schools offering special¬ 
ized programs if the programs were 
"well enough developed and publi 
cized.” She didn’t think there 
would be additional cost with re¬ 
spect to teachers, since "we would 
need classroom teachers for these 
children anyway.” She agreed that 
a survey would be required to de¬ 
termine the kinds of programs that 
are needed. 

JoAnn Bell said, "I can’t argue 
with the concept, but it puts an¬ 
other study on the staff.” She 
thought school closings should come 
first. 

Feeney said his staff could not 
work on two studies simultaneously, 
especially at the beginning of the 
school year. He noted that if the 
Kreimer resolution were adopted, 
"it would preempt any action of 
the board on the issue of elemen¬ 
tary school closings for school 
year 1978-79.” He recommended 
that the resolution not be enacted 
"at least until the board had pur¬ 
sued for one more year its analy¬ 
sis of declining enrollment, and 
the possible closing of additional 
schools.” 

Kreimer wanted to table the res¬ 
olution until the board's August 
meeting in order to make the re¬ 
quested clarifications. However, co¬ 
sponsor Norman Saunders, chair¬ 
man, was ready to move ahead, 
observing that he had no problem 
with the resolution. "It would re¬ 
duce busing . . .it was defensible 
and legal,” he said. He asked Krei¬ 
mer to accept an amendment to 
the resolution that would hold her 
resolution in abeyance until the 
superintendent completed the school 
closing process (March 31, 1979), 
At first Kreimer accepted, be¬ 
lieving that the resolution would be 
implemented without any further 
vote by the board after the staff 
completed the closing process. How¬ 
ever, after discussion and the board 
attorney's interpretation of the a- 
mendment, it became clear that an¬ 
other vote on the resolution would 
be required. The vote was 4 to 4 
(Kreimer voting no) and the a-

Kreimer Resolution 

The board next went on to deal 
with the Kreimer resolution, which 
w*uld allow elementary school stu¬ 
dents from integrated communities 
who are currently bused more than 
five miles to attend nearby schools. 
Additionally, unique or specialized 
educational programs would be de¬ 
veloped in those schools losing stu 
de»ts as a result of reassignments. 
The resolution set March 1, 1979, as 
the deadline for staff recommenda¬ 
tions, with the goal of implement¬ 
ing the program in the fall of 1979. 

Kreimer explained: The resolu¬ 
tion is not as long range and compre¬ 
hensive as I would like to see, but 
it is a beginning , . .” 

Colonel Chester Whiting took a 
dint view'. He thought there would 
be an increase in busing and cost. 
He and Golato questioned whether 
parents of children of elementary 
school age would send their child¬ 
ren "long distances to magnet 
schools.” 

Golato wanted Kreimer to define 
“community” and "integrated 
neighborhoods.” However, despite 
his doubts about the resolution, he 
said he favored the neighborhood 
school concept and would vote fa¬ 
vorably. 

MKHs said, "Despite the fact that 
I think it is unworkable, I shall 
never vote against any resolution 
to bring children back to their 
neighbor hoods.” 

Johns again voiced her position 
that the problem the board faced 
was of such "magnitude” that it 
could not be looked at in parts. 

Kreimer thought the wording of 
the resolution could be clarified and 
saw this as a minor problem. She

Kreimer then moved that the res¬ 
olution be implemented at the time 
the school closing process was com¬ 
pleted. She was ruled out of order. 
Next she attempted to table the 
resolution, but received no second. 
The Kreimer resolution then was 
voted down. Kreimer voted no to be 
on the prevailing side so that she 
could bring the resolution back to 
the table in August, Finally, the 
majority of the board voted to ac¬ 
cept the timetable and modifica¬ 
tions relating to school closings 
submitted by the superintendent. 

Weitlonfeld Statement 

After the meeting Muriel Weid- 
enfeld, a candidate for the board 
observed, "It is too bad that Green- 
belt will miss out on the opportun¬ 
ity to return the Springhill Lake 
students who are bused to Oak- 
crest to their neighborhood school. 
However, the public assurance of 
Mr. Wendorf, Director of Pupil Ac¬ 
counting, that the Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter and Greenbelt North End 
schools would not be considered for 
closing under the new proposal 
tends to balance out Greenbelt’s 
interests. Clearly the board needs 
to adopt one complete plan for 
pupil reassignments. We in Green¬ 
belt have consistently advocated 
that belief and I fully expect to see 
a comprehensive total plan evolving 
in the near future.”

and control traffic in the over¬ 
crowded campsite than to keep out 
would-be trouble makers. 

Lined-up along the side of Park 
Central Rd. just outside the camp 
entrance the Metro buses wait for 
the Indians going to Washington. A 
sign prohibiting guns, alcohol, and 
drugs is prominently displayed at 
the camp's entrance, further emph¬ 
asizing the peaceful and religious 
nature of the march. 

Security 

The Indians have final authority 
over who does, or does not, enter 
the camp, with the exception of 
Park Rangers and police, who “still 
have a responsibility to patrol the 
grounds," said James Tuck, Direc¬ 
tor of the Park Rangers. 

Once permission is granted to en¬ 
ter the camp, all visitors are assign¬ 
ed an Indian escort, who accom¬ 
panies them at all times. 

If a visitor wants to speak with 
an elder or leader, he is asked to 
wait until the escort has obtained 
the Indian's permission, and then 
the visitor may approach. 

Organized by Tribes 

The Indians have organized the 
camp by tribes, the Six Nation Ir¬ 
oquois Confederacy in one area, the 
Cheyennes in another, and so on. 

Because there wasn’t enough 
room in the main campground, the 
white supporters are staying in a 
separate area at Camp Sassafras. 
The whites said they agreed with 
the decision because they under¬ 
stood the Indians’ desire, and need, 
to remain as a unit. 

At the entrance of the Six Na¬ 
tion section, the American flag 
hangs up-side down. This is not 
meant as a sign of disrepect, said 
the Indians. It represents the sor¬ 
row the Indians feel for the injus¬ 
tices the American government has 
done them. 

About a dozen tepees are scatter¬ 
ed among the trees, some color¬ 
fully painted with pictures of eag¬ 
les and Indians. 

Most Indians, though, sleep in

tents, and there are more old and 
worn tents than new. For a few, 
plastic sheets draped over a rope 
tied between two trees is home. 

Field Kitchens 

Four field kitchens supplied by 
the Army, and primarily staffed 
with volunteers from surrounding 
churches, provide three hot meals 
a day. Food is also available at 
drops, located around the camp. 
Drops may be a picnic table load¬ 
ed with bread, or the back end of 
a truck filled with fresh corn or 
flour. All of the food has been do¬ 
nated, and is free to every camper. 

Large plastic trash cans filled to 
overflowing with donated clothing 
stand by the edge of the road. The 
Indians say any clothing the In¬ 
dians do not use will be given to 
charitable organizations. 

Cars are parked wherever the 
drivers found room, sometimes in 
the middle of the road. Many of the 
cars are old, and a few make one 
wonder how they ever made the 
trip. 

The atmosphere in the camp is 
a mixture of sadness for the in¬ 
justices, exhaustion from the long 
march, elation at reaching Wash¬ 
ington, and surprise to discover so 
many supporters. 

But when I visited the camp on 
Sunday, July 16, another thought 
seemed to occupy everyones’ minds, 
“when will I be able to take a show¬ 
er?" The showers were supposed 
to be set up when the marchers 
arrived, but because a jurisdiction¬ 
al dispute about whether to allow 
National Guard troops on federal 
property wasn’t resolved until Fri¬ 
day, the shower installation was 
delayed until Sunday at noon. 

March’s Purpose 

The purpose of the march is two¬ 
fold: to protest 11 bills now pend¬ 
ing in Congress, and to educate 
non-Indians about the Indians' cul¬ 
ture and the injustices they say 
they’ve suffered from the American 
Government. 

If passed, these bills would ter¬ 
minate over 350 treaties made be¬ 
tween the U.S. and Indian nations, 
the Indians said. The Native Am¬ 
erican Equal Opportunity Act of 
1977, a bill introduced by Rep. 
Frank Cunningham (D.-Wa.) would 
abrogate all treaties. 


The Indians say key support for 
these “termination" bills comes 
from the Interstate Congress for 
Equality Rights and Responsibili¬ 
ties, which in turn, the Indians 
say, is supported by major energy, 
fishing, and hunting companies, who 
want the Indians’ land to develop. 

Spiritual leader Ernie Peters, who 
has traveled with the march from 
its beginning in Alcratraz, on Feb. 
11, 1978, said he would like to thank 
Mr. Cunningham for his bill. “Be¬ 
cause," he said, “it accomplished 
something no one else had been 
able to do. It brought all the 
tribes together for a group protest, 
because it threatened something 
precious to every Indian — his land. 

Peters said the march is only the 
first step in a long series of efforts 
to keep what the Indians now have, 
and all future efforts will be group 
efforts. 

Peters believes the walk has been 
successful, for it has awakened a 
lot of non-Indians to the injustic¬ 
es. “A spirituality has been creat¬ 
ed between the tribes and our white 
supporters that can never be lost," 
said Peters. 

“I have no hate for the white 
man," Peters said, “but if a white 
man knows of the injustices his 
government takes against the In¬ 
dians and he does nothing then he 
too is responsible for those injus¬ 
tices."
